Toung Mismarck and His Auvstrian Bride
Made One In Vienna—Another Popular
Owatfun to the Man of Blood and Iron
—Government Officrs Ecarcs,

VIENXA, June 21.—Count Herbert Bis-
marck and the Countess Margaretha Hoyos
were married at 11:30 o'clock this morning
in the Evangelical Chureh in Dorothen-
Gashe. The weather was beautiful. Prince
Bismarck’s present to the bride isa splen-
did diemond riviere, and Count Herbert's
present is & bracelet of brilliants, while the
father of the bride gives her a diamond
coronet.

Crowds assewble in the Garben and the

Kohlmarket, two of the prineipal streets of*

the oity, through which the carrisges con-
taining invited guests passed to the church.
Prince Bismarck was loudly cheered as he
drove along the streects m the Palffy
Palace to the church. Six hundred guests
had been inrvited to attend the ceremony.

The Awustrian officials were conspicuous
by the absence. The Austro-Hungarian
wristocracy was mostly represented by Hun-
garian magnates attired in their gorgeous
national costumes. Count von Schonvalod,
the Russian Ambassador to Germany, was
the only Ambassador present. Besides him
were Connt Ernest Hoyos, Count William
Bismarck, who wore the uniform of the
First Dragoon Guards, and Prinee Nicholas
Esterhazy, Count Palffy.

There was & burst of cheering at 11:25
when Prince Bjsmarck and Count Herbert
arrived. They acknowledged the grestin
and then awaited at the door of the churel
the appearance of the bride. The ex-
Chanecellor looked a giant beside the group
that surrounded him. He was attired in
the unilorm of the German Garde du Corps,
and wore a helmet surmounted with a silver
eagle, Coint Herbert wore the blue uni-
form of the First Dragoon Guards,

At 11:30 another burst of cheering an-
nounced the arrival of the bride. Bhe ad-
vanced slowly up the nisle, escorted by
Prince Hohenlobe von Bulow, of the Ger-
man Embassy st home.

Glrdstonians Expeet 100 Votes to Spare In
the Next Parllament,

Loxpox, June 2L —Mr. Gladstone held a
long conferenes to-day with Justin Me-
Carthy, John Dillon and Timothy Healy,
all of whom are anti-Parnellites. Mr. Glad-
stone advised that renewed efforts be made
to re-establish union in the Irish Parlia-
mentary party, pointing out the evil effects
that would result to the home rule move-
ment from the continued strife of the Irish
factions, He urged that concessions be made
on each side in order that MoCarthyite and
Parnellite candidates shounld not stand
arainst each other in parliamentary constit-
uencies in the approaching general elec-
tions.

It is_expected in high Liberal quarters
that Gladstone’s majority in the coming
general elections will be larger than that of
any recent Government. Reports from
local Liberal agents declare that the pros
pects are improving beyond the hopes of the
most sanguine. It is estimated that the
Liberals will have s majority in Great
Britain of between 60 and 70 members of
Parliament, in addition to the Irish vote,
which will be at least 80. Even if the ma-
jority in Gresat Britain does not come up to
what is expected, the combined majority, it
is said, is certain to exceed 100,

Mayor Gourley's one ordinsnce offcer
has earned more than his year's salary for
the city within the past week in sddition
to saving many dollarssince his appoint-
ment to domestic consmmers of coal.
